On  Saturday,  April  27,  35  students 
from  Grades  6,  7,  and  8  set  out  for 
Mars.

with  seven  other  sites  across  Canada 
and  our  sister  site  in  Upper  St.  Clair, 
Pennsylvania.  This  science  and 
technology  investigative  project  was 
sponsored  by  the  Canadian  Space 
Agency.  The  boys  had  the  opportunity 
to  work  directly  through  the  e-mail 
system  with  an  engineer  working  at 
the  agency.  They  had  to  plan  all 
aspects  of  the  trip,  including  their 
lunch.  Their  lunch  had  to  meet  a 
specific  weight  both  before  and  after 
they  ate  it  as  efficiency  and  waste  were 
two  main  themes  of  the  project.  It 
proved  to  be  an  exciting  and  rewarding 
experience  for  everyone  involved.

Once  again,  Selwyn  House  students  have  applied  to  a 
wide  variety  of  schools  in  Canada,  the  U.S.,  and  abroad. 

Applications  were  sent  to  17  U.S.  prep  schools,  3 
boarding  schools,  1  Ontario  University,  Lower  Canada 
College,  and  a  school  in  Argentina,  as  well  as  French  and 
English  CEGEPs  here  in  Montreal.
